Old-Fashioned Sabbath 
Greatest Social Need, 
Says Judge Alton Parker 


New York, March 11.—The man who 
works seven days a week and who thus 
becomes so absorbed in himself and 
his work that he can talk nothing but 
“shop,” was characterized as a “super 
bore” by former Judge Alton B. Parker 
in @ paper published by him to be read 
at a meeting of the Republican club 
here today. 

“Socially,” said Mr. Parker, “we need 
our old-fashioned Sabbath more than 
any of the institutions or functions to 
which the social pages of our daily 
newspapers are devoted. What we do 
when we meet socially does not count 
for sO much as what we are. Who 
wants to meet a man whose nose is 
down on his work seven days a week’” 

James M. Lynch, New York state 
commissioner of labor, said the move- 
ment for a weekly day of rest is gain- 
ing ground and that it is being ac- 
companied with a marked improvement 
in the laborers, in both their social and 
palitical. relations.

Lord Northcliffe Makes the 
Charge--Editor, After Visit 
to Verdun, Says the Crown 
Prince Is Gambling With 
Human Life. 


London, March 11.—Lord: Northcliffe, 
who has just visited the Verdun battle- 
field, in a message to The Weekly Dis- 
patch, declares that Verdun is a great 
deal more interesting than. important. 
The newspaper publisher continues: 

“Tt does not need a personal visit 
to the battlefield to realize this. If 
the Germans think that an attack on 
the unarmed and dismantled forts of 
Verdun opens the road to ‘Paris they

Comparing the present German troops 
with those who fought early in the 
war.Baron Northcliffe says: 

“Last week I saw German prisqners 
who had escaped the hellish fire of the 
French 75’s at Verdun. Where had 
gone those splendid stalwarts captured 
at the battle of the Marne? Much of 
the rank and file now left of the Ger- 
mans is undersized and badly. dressed, 
With faces that bear a look of fright 
that seems as if it would. last a life 
time. Their appearance is such as to 
move a heart of stone. With 
two exceptions among those with whom 
I spoke all were utterly weary of war- 
fare and begged to be told when peace 
could be expected. 

“The fact about the whole war is that 
Germany is in the position of a be- 
sieged city, and she is striking out 
blindly by land at Verdun. She will 
presently, I am convinced, strike out by 
sea.” 
| Turning to the actual fighting at Ver- 
: dun Lord Northcliffe says: 

“Not a word is hinted in anything 
sent out from Germany of the horrible 
} slaughter to which the German troops 
‘have been subjected this week. Thurs- 
i day was a black day for Germans when, 
‘dfugged with ether, the mén came on 
in mass formation, to be mowed down 
by. the French 76’s and machine guns 
as usual. 

“Reports published in the English 
newspapers from Paris are to my per- 
sonal knowledge on the whole most ac- 
curate and they show that for one or 
many reasons the crown prince is gam- 
bling with human life to an extent un- 
precedented even in this war.” 

Baron Northcliffe asserts that “ir 
the Germans possess a number of guns 
of greater caliber than those used by 
the English and French, they have no 
weapons in their army equal to the 
French 75, or gunners at all comparable 
to the Frenchmen.” 

Discussing: the western theater as a 
whole, Lord Northcliffe says that the 
“allied defensive wall right across 
France, in so far as attaining any defi- 
nite military position is concerned, is 
absolutely impregnable. This remark 
may equally apply to the German Iine 
across France and Belgium.”

Three N egroes Made At- 
‘tack on White Youths 


When They Refused to 
Purchase Liquor, Accord- 
ing to One Victim. 


ROSCOE CRUMP DIES 
ON OPERATING TABLE 


Police Scouring City for As- | 
sailants of Three Youths, 
But Up to Late Hour Last 
Night No Arrests Had Been 


Made. 


Because he would not buy whisky 
from three Decatur street negroes 
whom he met on Bell street, just. off 
Decatur, shortly before 9 o'clock last 
night, Roscoe Crump, 20-year-old resi- 
dent of 18 Gaskill street, an employee 
of the Fulton Bag and Cotton mills, 
was struck in the head and fatally in- 
jured by rocks thrown by the negroes. 
He was taken to the Grady hospital, his 
skull fractured in two places, and died 
there within a few minutes. 

Carl Sparks, 18-year-old resident of 
18 Gaskill street, and G. W. Nichols, 
age 25, who boards at the same place, 
were with Crump. The latter was stab- 
bed in the back by one of the negroes 
and the former received several bruises 
and abrasions from the rocks thrown. 

The three boys board at No. 18 Gas- 
kill street and work at the Fulton 
Bag and Cotton bill. They had started 
to a moving picture show.

Cali Officers Wood and Preston, from \ 
poilce headquarters, answered the call, 
sent. into headquarters by the boy and‘ 
when they arrived found Crump, lying 
on the sidewalk, his head bleeding in 
several places from the wounds. 

Picking the boy up, the officers rush- 
ed him to Grady hospital, where he was 
immediately placed on the operating 
table. 

Examining physicians found that h'‘s 
skull had been fractured in two places. 

Almost immediately after the boy 
was placed on the . operating table 
he died. ; 

At police headquarters a réport of 
the fight was made by Officers Wood 
and Preston, who turned in the name 
of a witness who had seen the fight 
and who they think could fdentify one 
of the negroes doing the throwing. 

Witness toe Attack. 

The witness is Dave McClinton, a 
resident of 187 Piedmont avenue, and 
proprietor of a coal and wood yard at 
that place. According to his story, as 
told by the call officers, the yellow 
negro was the one who threw the rocks 
which struck young Crump. 

= soon as Chief of Detectives New- 
port Lanford had been told of the mur- 
der, Detectives Shaw and Maddox were 
assigned to the case and started on a 


Chief of Police W. M. Mayo also had 
all members of the police force notified 
to be on a sharp lookout for negroes 
answering the description given by the 
boys. 

Crump was a son of Mrs. Albert Tay- 
lor. His step-father runs the boarding | 
house at 18 Gaskill street. 

The boy is survived by two broth- 
ers, one a half,brother. The oldest, 
Allen’ Crump, is an employee of the 
mill, and the half-brother, Jesse Tay- 
jor, is 8 years of age. 

“The body of young Crump will be 
held at Grady hospital until arrange-~- 
ments have been made by the family 
for the funeral. 

Coroner Donehoo was notified of the 
murder, but will not hold an inquest, 
because there were eye-witnesses to 
the tragedy.

Rapid Progress Made. 

This city in years past has never fig- 
ured very largely as a cotton market, 
but since 1914 has made rapid prog- 
ress as a cotton center. This progress 
has done no material damage to the

| cotton business of old establistied mar- | 


ket centers, such as Memphis, Augus- 
ta and Montgomery, and it is to be 
hoped that there will be no such dire 
results. 

Since the outbreak of the European 
war the storing of cotton in large, 
specially built, fire-protected and rea- 
sonably insured warehouses, under con- 
tracts with large banking institutions 
which lend money on cotton so stored, 
has to a very marked extent supplant- 
ed the old method of storing in small, 
inadequate warehouses liocal to the 
neighborhoods in which the cotton is 
produced. 

The inauguration of ti@s system of 
warehousing and holding cotton has 
required financial power, and financial 
power is the factor which is likely to 
bring about a relocation of cotton mar- 
kets. 

The old markets of note—and which 
are still such—became notable markets 
largely through strategical geographic- 
al location. Memphis, for instance, 
which is the largest cotton market in 
the world, is such in part because of 
the fact that it is not only located in 
the center of a large cotton producing 
territory, but also upon the Mississippi 
river, giving it an advantage in trans- 
portation rates and facilities. Augus- 
ta, perhaps, the second market of the | 
southeast, is similarly strategically lo- 
cated upon the Savannah river. 

Ne Protection From Fire. 

Cotton has for years been stored and 
marketed in these cities for these rea- 
sons. Facilities for warehousing, how- 
ever, have not been such as to make 
cotton the collateral for loans that it 
is under the new system of warehous- 
ing. It was the most common eccur- 
rence for cotton to be stored by the 


ithe street and was lost to sight in 


hundreds and thousands of bales in| 
the middle of the streets of Augusta 
without protection from weather or 
fire. It is to some extent still: so 
stored. Necessarily the insurance rate 
upon guch cotton is enormous. 

Atlanta has been a pioneer’in ‘the 
new system of warehousing cotton, 
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After vainly trying to get out of the | 
machine for several blocks she finally 
succeeded in open the door of the 
car at the corner of Vine and Magnolia i 
streets, when the negro was forced to 
slow down for another vehicle.

HART WILL LEAVE 
ATLANTA OFFICE 


Superinendent of Mails at! 
the Local Postoffice Will 
Take Similar Position ‘in 
Pittsburg March 16.. 


Coming as a distinct recognition of 
his services here,.the announcement 
was made Saturday that I. G. Hart, su- 
perintendent of mails at the Atlanta 
postoffice since September, 1911, has 
been appointed. to a similar position 
in the Pittsburg, Pa., office. He will 
enter upon his new duties March 16. 

Mr. Hart’s appointment is a promo- 
tion, and it was won sheerly © upon 
merit, as he is universally recognized 
as one of the most competent super- 
intendent of mails in the country, and 
his work here has been of great value, 
the Atianta office having shown during 
the last two or three years a record 
for efficiency that is pronounced by 
postal authorities as being little short 
of marvelous. A 

Pittsburg is the seventh city ‘in the 
United States, with postal receipts 
amounting to nearly $3,500,000 a year. 
The office has 514 carriers, serving a | 
population of 696,318. It was because 
the postal authorities desired to bring 
the standard of the Pittsburg office 
up to that of Atlanta that Mr. Hart was 
called from this field to aid the Pitta. | 
burg postmaster. : é' 

Mr. Hart's leaving Atlanta is the}

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Secretary Lansing Calls for 
the Details of the Torpedo- 
ing of Norwegian Bark in 
Havre Roads. 


Washington, March  11.—Secretary 
Lansing today instructed Consul Os- 
born at Havre, France, to forward im- 
mediately all available details of the 
sinking in Havre roads of the Norwe- 
gian bark Silius, from which seven 
American citizens were rescued. Con- 
sul Osborn previously had reported that 
the Silius was torpedoed without warn- 
ing on the night of March 9. 

If a torpedo did destroy the bark, 
which was bound to Havre from New 
York with grain, the government re- 
sponsible will be held to strict account. 

Officials seemed inclined, however, 
to refrain from forming an opinion un- 
til it was known positively that a tor- 
pedo and not a mine sunk the ship. 

Should Consul Osborn’s investigation 
establish that a torpedo actually was 
responsible the United States, officials 
indicated, will view the matter as even 
more serious than if a passenger-carry- 
ing vessel was involved. The state de- 
partment cénsiders that American sea- 
men have even greater claim to protec- 
tion than passengers. A passenger 
travels at his discretion, while a sea- 
man is compelled to do so by his occu- 
pation. ; 

The loss of the Sililus was first re- 
ported last night from London. ‘Three 
members of the crew were reported 
lost. 

So far dispatches to the state depart- 
ment have simply said the vessel was 
torpedoed without warning. No men- 
tion was made of the nationality of the 
submarine, and there was nothing to in- 
dicate whether a torpedo actually was 
responsibie for the sinking of the ves- 
sel or whether she might have struck 
a mine. It was presumed, however, 
that the Americgn consul at Havre got 
his information from members of the 
crew, some of whom were Americans. 

If the Silius was torpedoed, such an 
attack was contrary to the assurances 
the United States has secured from the 
central powers.

Imperative to Success That 
All Information Which 
Might Aid Villa in Eluding 
the American Forces Shall 
Be Scrupulously Guarded.

Carranza’s Request for Per-

Washington, March 11.—General Fun- 
ston, under orders from President Wil- 
son to hunt down Villa’s bandit army 
in northern Mexico, was moving his 
troops at the border tonight behind a 
veil of rigid secrecy. 

War department officials, who had 
given the border commander a. free 
hand in working out details of the ex- 

edition. made it -elear that they re- 
"parded it imperative to success that all 


information which might afd Villa in 


eloding the Afferican forces’ must be 
guarded scrupulously. 

It was apparent only that the mill- 
tary plans Contemplated a drive into 
Mexico that should be both quick and 
| certain. The war department is will- 
ing to take no chances by weakening 
the border patrol, and General Fun- 
ston’s orders were not to move wntil 
he was fully prepared. 

Secretary Baker and his chief subor- 
dinates remained at the war depart- 
ment until late tonight receiving dis- 
patches from General Funston. Many 
of these were forwarded by wireless to 
President Wilson, who was at Old Point 
on the Mayflower. But whether troops 
had entered Mexico or just when they 
might move across the border the offi- 
cials would not say.

ABOUT 7,500 MEN 
TO TRAIL BANDITS. 


It generally is expected that the 
American forces, which probably will 
number in the neighborhood 6f 7,500 
men, will by that time be well on the 
trail of the bandits who’ raided Colum- 
bus, One of the chief causes of delay 
has been the necessity of replacing with 
infantry the cavairy .troops . Which 
fieretofore have beén performing bor- 
der patrol duty. Movements of 
troops have been in progress ever 
since General Funston received his or- 
ders to catch Villa, but ¢heir exact 
-nature may not be known for several 
days. 

Discussion {n congressional circles 
today indicated further that congress 
stands squarely behind the president 
in his determination to run down the 
Villa marauders. The senate foreign 
relations committee met and unani- 
mously indorsed the president's ac- 
tion. In the house Representative 
Mott, of New York, a republican mem- 
ber of the foreign affairs committee, 
introduced a joint resolution justify- 
ing the president “in the employment 
of armed forces of the United States” 
and setting forth that “the United 
States disclaims any hostility to the 
Mexican people or any purpose to make 
war on Mexico.”

FUNSTON ASKS 


FOR MORE MEN. 


General Funston asked the war de- 
‘partment late tonight for four addi- 
tional regiments of cavalry for patrol 
duty on the border. General Scott, 
chief of staff, immediately issued or- 
ders for the Eleventh cavalry, Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga.; the First cavalry, 
Monterey, Cal., and the Twelfth caval- 
ry, Fort Robinson, Neb., to proceed at 
once to the border. The Fifth cavalry, 
Fort Meyer, Va., was ordered to hold 
itself in readiness to move, as General 
Funston said the fourth regiment was 
not needed immediately. 

Late tonight Secretary Baker said the 
department had no report that any 
troops had crossed the border. 

Army officers estimated it would 
take from three to five days for the 
three cavalry regiments to reach the 
border. The regiment from Monterey, 
Cal. probably will be the first to ar- 
rive. 

While no announcement was made, 
the order was construed to mean that 
General’ Funston intended to employ 
the four cavalry regiments now on 
duty along the border both to the east 
and west of ColumBus as part of his 
expeditionary force, which, it is under- 
stood, will be under the direct com- 
mand of Brigadier General Pershing. 
A regiment of mountain artillery, with 
its twenty-four guns, packed on mules, 
also is available in that district, and 
this force, with necessary engineers to 
repair railroad bridges destroyed by 
the bandits, and possibly with aero- 
plane scouts, probably will constitute 
the expedition. 

The force would number, if composed 
of four cavalry ° regiments and a bat- 
talion of mountain artillery, approxi- 
mately 4,000 fighting men, exclusive of 
engineers and other auxiliary troops. 
In a recent report-to the department 
General Funston estimated Villa’s force 
at 3,000, although some officers here 
have placed the figure as high as 5, 000. 
CLARK APPROVES 
WILSON’S COURSE. 

Washington, March 11.—Speaker 
Clark made this comment today on the 
administration’s policy: 

“The president is doing exactly right 
in chasing Villa. I hope he. catches 
the bandit.”

PURSUIT OF VILLA 


General Will Not Personal- 
ly Command Expedition- 
ary Force—Aero Squadron“ 
Will Accompany Troops. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 11.—In- 
structed by the war department at 
Washington that he was pot to per- 
sonally command the troops that will 
cross the Rio Grande into Mexico to 
search for Francisco Villa, Major Gen- | 
eral Frederick Funston today began to 
arrange the details of the expedition 
and to plan for the safeguarding of 
the entire Mexican border. 

During the day the general con- 
ferred frequently with his staff at 
Fort Sam Houston, southern depart- 
merit headquarters. A close censorship 
was established, however, on proceed- 
ings. All announcements were made 
by General Funston himself. 

From General Funston came this in- 
formation: 

“That an officer subordinate to him, 
a brigadier general, would command 
the punitive expedition. 

“That this officer would have com- 
plete charge in the field and would 
not be hampered by unnecessary in- 
structions. 

“That it would take two or three 
days to organize the force or forces 
that will go in pursuit’ of Villa. 


’ 
: 


“That the first aero squadron, sta- 
tioned at Fort Sam Houston, will be 
a part of the expeditionary force. 

‘That a close watch will be: kept at 
all border points for any symptoms of 
disorder that will necessitate’ the 
movement of troops.” 

Funston Silent About Plans. 


General Funston, for military pur- 
poses, refuses to state how large the 
expeditionary force would be; the time 
when the forward movement would 
start; whether there would be one or 
several forces, and the point or points 
at which the Rio Grande would be 
crossed when the search began. 

It was. known yesterday that Genera] 
Funston was willing to personaily lead 
the force searching for Villa. It was 
explained here, however, that the war 
department thought it best to keep 
General Funston at southern depart- 
ment headquarters, where he would be 
in touch and could direct the entire 
border situation. 

If there should be more than one ex- 
peditionary force the common direc- 
tion will fall to General Funston, 

The movement wof troops from de- 
partments other than that commanded 
by General Funston toward the bor- 
der already has been initiated, it is 
understood. The amalgamation of the 
commissary and other details would 
require, it was estimated by the gen- 
— at least two and probably three 
ays. 

The utmost secrecy regarding their 
exact destination will be maintained. 
General Funston has insisted on this 
precaution to the war department, in 
order that Villa may be kept as much 
in the dark as possible, 

Army officers at Fort Sam Houston 
believe the border is infested with Mex- 
icans friendly to Villa, who will do 
all in their power to keep him in- 
formed.

ALABAMA WOMAN CALLED 
FEN OF THE VILLISTAS 


By Suffering in Silence Mrs. 
Wright Won the Admira- 
tion of Her Captors. 


El Paso, Texas, March 11.—Mrs. Maud 
Hauke Wright, the former Alabama 
woman who rode nine days with the 
Villa troops preceding the raid on Co-' 
lumbus, N. M., is here today awaiting 
the arrival of her baby, which was 
taken from her and given to a Mexi- 
can family at their home near Pear- 
son, Mexico. The baby is safe, and 
she expects it to be brought to her to- 
day or tomorrow. Her husband was 


killed by the bandits. 

“J want to go to my baby,” Mrs, 
Wright said. “It would only take me 
three days to walk to Pearson.” 

Mrs. Wright retold her story of the 
trip with the bandits as though it were 
commonplace. She had suffered s0 
much that she had apparently lost all 
sense of fear. 

Called Queen by Villa’s Men. 

Because she suffered in silence and 
held herself aloof, she was called “La- 
royna,” queen of the Villistas, by the 
troops. illa had told one of the offi- 
cers that he preferred to have her die 
of exhaustion rather than to kill her 
outright—and because she proved to be 
able to withstand hardship better than 
his own men he promised to release her. 
after he had sacked Columbus. He 
also agreed to give her $100 gold and a 
permit to travel unmolested throughout 
Villa territory. 

“Villa only talked to me twice,” Mrs. 
Wright said. “I avoided talking with 
him because he would have thought I 
admired him, and would have forced 
me to accompany him. He told his of- 
ficers how he would wipe out the town 
of Columbus and then when the United 
States tried to invade Mexico, Germany 
and Japan would step in to interfere. 
Villa believed this firmly. I have over- 
heard him make such remarks from 
time to time.

Must Uphold Every Phase. 

It has been claimed, he continued, 
that Georgia cannot get financial ac- 
commodations because of lawlessness 
in the state, and if this is so it ts cer- 
tainly to the interest of the bankers 
to set an example as law abiding citi- 
zens by upholding the law as it affects 
them. Mr. Brown said in part: | 

“The people of the state of Georgia 
pay the highest rate of interest of any! 
people in the United States and the 
people of the south pay a higher rate 
than any nation of the world. “The 
Farmers’ Union stands for law and or- 
der and the strictest enforcement of 
every law, but for one law for every 
man and no distinctions because of 
money or influence. 

Commercial System Slavery. 

“The fact that our great staple, cot- 
ton, sells at a price fixed by New York 
is because we do not have the money 
to finance our business.

Fine New School.

The 
building is three stories in height, 
containing nineteen class rooms and 
a large and commodious auditorium. 
It is perhaps the most up-to-date 
of any school building in any town 
or city in all Georgia. It has in- 
stalled in it & most modern auto- 
matic ventilating and heating sys- 
tem, which ejects at regular brief 
intervals all foul air and substitutes 
the fresh health-giving air so pe- 
culiar to this section. 

The building was erected at a cost 
of about $35,000, the city issuing 
bonds for that purpose, and in the 
gale of these bonds another com- 
pliment was paid the city of Winder 
and showed the business acumen of 
the men at the head of its affairs. 
The first issue of $13,000 brought a 
premium of $150, while the second 
issue of $22,000 recorded the splen- 
did price of $582.50 as a premium. 

Nothing that the present adminis- 
tration has accomplished has 
brought more favorable comment 
or pleased the people of Winder 
more than the improved school fa- 


cilities which it has inaugurated, 
and already a number of inquiries 
have been received by officials ask- 
ing for data about the city’s school 
from residents of distant towns and 
cities who express their intention of 
moving to Winder. 


Tax Rate Lowered. 


Another gta Ss piece of work 
crédited to inder’s city officiais— 
and one which has gratified her tax-

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reduced from $1.50 to $1 per hun- 
dred—one of the lowest rates of any 
small city in the state. This was 
made possible by two reasons—first, 
an economical expenditure of the 
city’s income, making $1 do the 
same amount or more than was for- 
merly done by $1.50, and secondly 
by seeing that all taxable property 
was placed on its digest on an equi- 
table and fair basis. This taxable 
property for the city now reaches 
nearly $2,000,000, practically a habtf 
million being added in 1915. 

Day Current Installed. 

Realizing that electric current for 
manufacturing purposes was a most 
desirable asset for a city, the pres- 
ent administration, during the past 
year, has had installed a day cour- 
rent for this purpose. This move 
was only another among the pro- 
gressive steps made by Mayor Perry 
and his councilmen—every one of 
whom is thoroughly imbued with 
the idea that nothing .so develops 
and makes a city as the installation 
of progressive methods for aiding 
and encouraging manufacturing 
plants. 

This current is supplied to the 
city through the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, and is furnish- 
ed for as low as 2% cents per kilo- 
watt. A number of Winder’s plants 
have already taken advantage of 
this motive power, and it is ca phaey | 
as popular as it is convenient an 
economical. In addition to this day 
current and a lighting system fur- 
rished through the big power com- 
pany, the city maintains its own 
lighting plant, which can be switch- 
ed on at short notice if for any 
reason the wires of the power com- 
pany fail to do their duty. 

These are some of the progressive 
things which the present city offi- 
cials have accomplished, and which 
has made their administration 
among the most popular the city 
has ever enjoyed.

ON MILITARY TRAINING 


| Never Declared in Favor of 


He Writes Marquardt. 


Recent declaration that the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades’ action in oppos- 
ing military training in local public 
schools is in “striking contradiction to 
the views on this subject expressed -re- 
cently in a speech by President Samuel 
Gompers, of the American Federation 
of Labor,” are strorfgly denied by Pres- 
ident Gompers in a lengthy letter to 
Louie P. Marquardt, which was re- 
ceived yesterday. 

Mr. Marquardt, who was the author 
of the resolution in the local federa- 
tion of trades opposing the establish- 
ment of military tgaining in Atlanta 
schools, is president of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor. 

Mr. Gompers states positively that 
he has never made any declarations 
that he was in favor of military train- 
ing for school children. His letter, in 


‘part, is as follows: 


‘Washington, D. C., March 8, 
Louie FP. Marquardt; 
Federation ef Labor, Atlanta, Ga.: 


“Dear Sir and Brother: There is evi- 
dently considerable misunderstanding in 
regard to my recent statements upon the 
problem of preparedness against war. In 
an address which’ I recently made before 
the National Civic Federation I advocated 
compulsory physical training in schools and 
dweit upon the benefits of such training in 
all relations and activities of life. I did not 
use the term ‘military training’ with refer- 
ence to the work performed in public 
schools, neither did I in that address ex- 
press myself as in favor of compulso 
military training. Upon other occasions 
have plainly stated that 1 am not prepared 
to indorse compulsory training and service. 
In my address before the National Civic 
Federation I approved the democratic char- 
acter of the Swiss and Australian systems 
and stated that those systems might be 
adapted to the needs of the United States.

Supporting its recommendation of 
legislation providing for a uniform 
system of highway construction in 
Georgia, all county highway officials 
acting under the general supervision 
of a state highway commission and a

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He was orly 5 feet 4 inches in height 
and weighed but 116 pounds, and yet 
his friends branded him with the ad- 
jective of “terrible.” And well they 
might. Ordinarily he was a genial, 
likeable, good-natured little chap, with 
not a speck of cruelty in his system— 
just the sort of whom it is said that 
“he wouldn’t hurt sa fly.” It is re- 
marked, however, that those pestifer- 
ous insects are not accustomed to put 
on the gloves in the ring, else they 
would certainly have got hurt if they 
buzzed about Terrible Terry. Put him 
in ring togs, with the mittens on his 
paws, and the little fellow was trans- 
formed into a devil incarnate, a bunch 
of dynamic energy, filled with ferocity 
and overflowing with the fighting 
spirit. 
But that is getting ahead of the 
story. It begins properly on a March 
day in 1880, just thirty-six years ago 
this very week, in the thriving indus- 
trial city of Johnstown, Pa. As Johns- 
town people date time, it was the year 
9 B. F.—before the flood. The stork, 
which has always manifested a spe- 
cial fondness for visiting the Irish, 
left a boy baby at the domicile of the 
McGovern family. That started the 
trouble. 

The youngster was christened Joseph 
Terrence, and, while still a babe in 
arms, was taken by his parents to 
Brooklyn. Perhaps some Irish fairy 
had whispered into the ear of McGov- 
ern pere a warning of the coming 
Conemaugh flood. At any rate, when 
the angry waters swept down upon 
Johnstown a few years later the clan 
of McGovern had cause to thank the 
lucky stars that presided over their 
destiny, for the house in which they 
had lived and in which Joseph Ter- 
rence was born, was engulfed by the 
swirling waters. 


Cheery Youngster. 


Although ‘the McGoverns had es- 
caped one tragedy, another fell upon 
them. When Terry, the eldest of the 
brood, was 14 years old his father 
died, and it was up to the little fellow 
to get out and hustle to help support 
his mother, sister and younger broth- 
ers. With the assistance of his kid 
brother, Hugh, he started a peddling 
route, and also sold papers and black- 
ed boots. He was a cheery little Hi- 
bernian, and a favorite with all whom 
he came in contact, so the McGoverns 
did not suffer from lack of funds. 

Among those who took a liking to 
Terry was James Reagan, Who was a 
prosperous man of affairs. When Terry 


was sixteen or thereabouts Reagan 
offered him a job in his lumber yard 
in the Williamsburg section of Brook- 
yn. 

Terry accepted the offer and went 
to work, and, although he then tipped 
the beam at less than 100 pounds, he 
was soon doing the work that taxed 
the stretigth of much huskier chaps. 

At that time Terry had never thought 
of becoming a fighter. He had never 
had on a pair of boxing gloves, and, 
although he wrestled a bit with the

other youngsters, his knowledge of the 
Queensberry art was nil 


Several circumstances conspired to 
introduce Terry to the sport in which 
he was destined to win fame and for- 
tune. In the first place Williamsburg 
was a place of glorious ring traditions, 
and the staple of the conversation of 
Terry’s associates had to do with the 
doughty deeds of “Nonpareil” Jack 
Dempsey, “Williamsburg Jack” McAu- 
liffe, Jack Skelly and other Williams- 
burg Hibernians who had conquered 
the world with their fists. Another cir- 
cumstance was that Charlie Mayhood, 
the foreman of the yard, was a box- 
ing fan and was very fond of little 
Terry. 

Next in order came a circumstance 
which sounds as if it might be taken 
from the romances of Horatio Alger or 


Oliver Optic—if those worthy authors 


of juvenile literature had ever had a 
pugilist as hero. Reagan, the owner 
of the yard, had a quarrel with one 
of his workmen, and the controversy 
reached the point of blows. Terry was 
a spectator up to the point where he 
saw that his boss was getting the 
worst of it. Then he waded in and, 
vastly to the surprise of everybody, 
polished off the big workman to the 
queen’s taste. 


Where He Started. 


Charlie Mayhood was a chap who 
could see as far. beyond his nose as the 
next fellow, when the raw material of 
a figher was the point in question, 
and he quickly decided that Terry had 
the goods. He interviewed Mrs. Mc- 
Govern and suggested that Terry be 
permitted to enter the ring. Mrs. Mc- 
Govern’s reply to this proposal was 
couched in language that couldn’t pos- 
sibly be misconstrued. She said, “No.” 
And she added a few words to the gen- 
eral effect that if she ever heard of 
Charlie luring her innocent boy away 
to fight there would be a first-class 
shindy. 

Carlie Mayhood was squelched for 
the time being, but little Terry had a 
bad case of the fighting fever. Every 
time he had a chance he sneaked off 
to an athletic club in the neighborhood 
and put on the gloves with the other 
boys there. He had been doing this 
only a few weeks when an amateur 
championship boxing tournament was 
staged in Brooklyn. Terry entered the 
105-pound division, although he had to 
give away several pounds at that. There 
were four other aspirants to fame in 
that class, and young McGovern trounc- 
ed them all in jig time, 

There were several painful inter- 
views with his mother after that, but 
Terry pérsisted, and finally the money 
that he was able to take home to her 
made her forget her former objections 
to a pugilistic career for her young 
hopeful. -Charlie Mayhood became Ter- 
ry’s manager, and in 1897, when he 
was only seventeen, Terry entered the 
ranks as a full-fledged professional 
figher. 

At that period another little Brook- 
lynite, Tommy Sullivan, afterward 
featherweight champion and now the 


' 


owner of a fight club in St. Louts, was 
just beginning his career, and he fought 
Terry to a draw in ten rounds. Except 
for this affair with Brooklyn Tommy, 
Terry whipped all the men he met 
in his first year in the ring. In 1898 
he defeated several well-known bat- 
tlers, including Marry Forbes, Austin 
Rice and Billy Maynard, and, 4 ata Se 
he lost on a foul to Tim Callahan, he 
afterward whipped that gladiator. In 
1899 Terrible Terry Knocked out the 
great little Sicilian, Casper Leon; stop- 
ped Pedlar Palmer, the English cham- 
pion, in less than a round, and put 
several other good boys to sleep. 

By this time Terry was the idol of 
the Brooklyn and New York fans. He 
had cleaned up the bantamweight divi- 
sion and was the recognized champion

little black boy, whose cleverness had 
aroused the admiration and awe of 
McGovern in his ete by days. For 
nearly two years all of the best feathere- 
weights, and even Frank Erne, the 
lightweight champion, fell before .|er- 
ry’s flailing fists. Then came that 
astonishing upset of the dope, when 
late in 1901 Young Corbett, the Den- 
ver dark horse, took Terry’s méasure 
at Hartford. That was the end of 


McGovern as a champion, and an insidi- 
ous mental disease afterward forced 
his retirement from the ring where he 
had reigned as king of the little fel- 
lows.

Bearing out the opinion of Mrs. 
Lumpkin comes the following story: 
Not long ago in one of the public 
schools of Atlanta the teacher noticed 
that too many of the children sufferei 
with headaches after the luncheon 
hours; others suffered with headaches 
or stomach aches after they arrived at 
school. She began to look at the 
lunches some of them brought to 
school, and even to ask to taste them. 
She discovered that frequently the food 
they brought was almost poison be- 
cause of its preparation. She found 
biscuits black with the amount of soda 
in them. She found slicés of fat meat 
raw inside and crisp with grease out- 
}side. Pickles from which salicylic acid 
and similar preseryatives could prob- 
ably be eXtracted were popular parts 
jof the lunch, while cake and sweets 
were similarly dreadful in their prepa- 
ration. 
She discovered that there was ap- 
parently money enough .expended in 
ood products, but ignorance of their 
feparation, and that the health and 
usefulness of the child was being im- 
paired,by the badly prepared food given 
it daily. It is easy to understand that 
she is one of the teachers who pleads 
for a system in the common schools 
that would teach the boy or girl as 
he or she studies fractions to demon- 
strate their knowledge of it by pre- 
paring a potato soup for the luncheon 
hour. She would have the pupil illus- 
trate the value of fractions by the 
recipe for the soup which he would 
actually make, afterward wri in 
a book of his own making just how 
he did it. Thus the knowledge of 
arithmetic, spelling and writing all 
learned, and at the same-time a vai- 
uable lesson in how to prepare food for 
bodlly nourishment.

The first building that im- 
pressed me was the new milking 
barn. It is. a well constructed, 
well ventilated” building, of con- 
crete, equipped with the Louden 
equipment.

the efile farm, and also ‘ an 
abundance of electric lights. 

Just now Mr. Beuchler has on 
his farm about thirty-five head ‘of 
cattle. At 12 0’clock each day the 
milkers are driven into the milk- 
ing barn, and a force of four ex- 
pert milkers are set to’ work. 
First, the cows are thoroughly 
brushed while eating. Then théy 
are washed with damp rags until 
they are perfectly clean, even 
their tails given a. thorough 
combing and cleaning. 

This .preliminary to milking 
time occupies about two’ hours.

“How this was all brought about, even 


the salient details in the metamorphosis 


from the old, cramped, vermin-ridden, in- 


sanitary hospital of Cincinnati’s, into the 


present magnificent institution, which was 
put into use March 1, 1915, would make a ro- 
mantic chapter,” writes Raymond Everette 
White in a specially prepared article for 
today’s Constitution upon how Cincinnati, 
through the voting of bonds, has erected and 
opened a $4,000,000 hospital, one of the 
finest and most complete anywhere in the 
world. 

Description of the old and discarded 
Cincinnati hospital sounds remarkably like 
that which has been so frequently applied to 
our own Grady hospital, though the proba- 
bilities are that the institution which Cin- 
cinmati cast aside was so far superior to 
the Grady of today that in lieu of better 
we might have been willing to swap for 


_ what Cincinnati has thrown away. 


The Constitution has already told the 
story of that educational progress through 
which Cincinnati has provided a thoroughly 
co-ordinated system that carries from kinder- 
garten tO master of arts degrée. It has 
shown wherein Atlahta was lacking, par- 
ticularly: in those intermediate or high 
school facilities which constitute the great 
important link in the educational chain. 

There is no necessity for telling of At- 
lanta’s demerits in municipal hospital serv- 
ice. They are more than glaring. Every 
reader of the newspapers is aware of them. 
Those who have visited Grady and seen 
conditions there have been appalled at them. 
Men, believing they were opposed to bonds, 
have looked through Grady and come away 
declaring they would vote for a ten millidn 
dollar issue for the hospital alone! 

All Atlanta should read the story in The 
Constitution today of what Cincinnati has 
so splendidly done in making provision for 
its municipal patients. This new $4,000,000 
hospital is set upon a 27-acre tract, “situated 
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above the dust and smoke, about'a mile and 
a half from the business center of the city, 
but near its geographical center.” Adjoin- 
ing it upon a like tract, there is now being 
constructed the new medical school of the 
University of Cincinnati. There ig here no 
thought or sign of medical dispute or preju- 
dice, but harmonious and co-operative effort 
between the two institutions for the good of 
beth. Here Cincinnati has completed 25 of 


the 29 proposed hospital buildings, with 850 


beds, and with 612 patients now in them, 


‘allowance having been made for the new 
- @emand as the city grows. 


Cincinnati is but one of many American 
cities where apparent necessity for modern 
hospital facilities has been given cordial and 
generous public approval, and institutions 
have been puilt commensurate with munic- 


‘ipal needs, both present and future. And 
‘while others are building, Atlanta still 
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our schools and our hospitals languish and 


‘and grow greater at our expense. 
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BRITTAIN SPEAKS OUT. 
. - In a letter which The Constitution prints 
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Brittain was based upon a recent editorial 
suggestion in The Constitution, in which it 
was pointed out that Superintendent Brittain 
would have the cordial approval of the whole 
state in his well-intentioned effort to reduce 
illiteracy, if he would indicate the way to 
abatement. 

Replying to this suggestion, Superintend- 
ent Brittain declares that the first necessary 
remedy for thé permanent relief of illiteracy 
is Compulsory education, already adopted in 
forty-six out of forty-eight states in the 
union. Georgia is one of enly two which has 
halted at this step, and it looks now as if 
she would be the last to take it. It is 
through compulsory education only that we 
can hope for the ultimate elimination of 
adult illiteracy. But to make the system 
efficient and provide the facilities which 
are needed, local taxation is indispensable. 

Not only is Georgia one of two states 
which have so far failed to adopt compuls 
sory education, but, as Superintendent Brit- 
tain shows, this state is one of the very few 
among them all which suffer from illiberal 
and inadequate laws concerning local school 
taxation. Tennessee and Florida, on either 
side of us, require every county to assess at 
least two mills of local school tax in addi- 
tion to the state funds, while in Georgia 
local taxation depends upon the vote of a 
two-thirds majority in.the county, a vote it 
is often impossible to secure. This is why 
Georgia, even with local school taxation 
already adopted in some forty counties, pays 
more from her state treasury for school pur- 
poses in proportion to the local taxation as- 
sessed, than any other state in the union, 
with the single exception of Alabama. 

The fact of the mater is, we ought to 
have local taxation for schools in every 
county in Georgia, whatever legislation is 
necessary to bring it about. If this be done 
and compulsory education added to it, then, 
and not until then, will Georgia be on the 
high-road to the elimination of that illiteracy 
which is the bane of the state and its institu- 
tions. ) 

In this effort we cordially proffer Super- 
intendent Brittain and his associates in the 
operation of the school system of this state 
our cordial support., We are confident we 
can say the sate for the constructive press 
everywhere throughout Georgia. 


ONCE MORE—THE SCHOOLS! 


There is scarcely a city of Atlanta’s size 
and importance anywhere in the United 
States, or even among those much smaller, 
but has outstripped us in the matter of in- 


termediate education. 

Professor W. F. Dykes, supervising prin- 
cipal of Atlanta’s high schools, tells us in an 
article published today how Nashville, 
smaller than Atlanta, nas spent and is spend- 
ing $1,000,000 to provide a modern high 
school now accommodating 1,200 students 
and with a maximum capacity of 2,000. 

Atlanta’s scattered and patchwork high 
school system is today crowded with 3,000 
students and should have easy capacity for 
at least 4,000. 

But the pathetic feature is the condition 
of it. Hundreds of Atlanta’s girls, the future 
wives and mothers of:this city, are herded 
like goats in a ramshackle building which 
fourteen furnaces do not make adequately 
comfortable. As is told in a communication 
from Mrs. Edwin A. Pound, published today, 
one girl was almost burned to death trying 
to keep warm over a gas heater, while her 
teacher was permanently disfigured in the 
effort to save her! 

Atlanta’s indifference to conditions of 
this sort is“nothing short of amazing. Do 
we continue to tolerate simply because tol- 
eration is the easiest way? No community 
or government could possibly adopt a more 
destructive or decadent policy. 

The very life and growth of the city are 
vitally involved in this high school problem. 
Other cities whose competition Atlanta has 
scarcely deigned to recognize have met and 
solved it, giving millions, if need be, to con- 


’ 


‘| struct a system to meet demand and accord 


with modern conditions. 

While Professor Dykes points to Nash- 
¥ille’s new million dollar high school a¢com- 
modating less than half the students in 
Atlanta’s piecemeal system today, Mrs. 
Pound shows wherein we are almost crim- 
inally neglecting our young womanhood in 
the failure to provide the proper surround- 
ings and facilities to safeguard them in their 
formative age. 

Again, what are we going to do about it? 
Fiverybody is agreed as to what should be 


done; then, why delay it? 
We might as well realize now that the 


city is going to suffer in one respect or 
another every day it puts the settlement of 


this question off. 
Let the women of Atlanta get back of it. 


They have already demonstrated, through 
the Atlanta School Infprovement association, 
what they can do when they will. If they 
will now take determined hold of this, At- 
lanta’s new university high school will soon 


be under construction. 


ADFQUATE PREPAREDNESS. 

Preparedness, just now the foremost 
national topic, has claimed the adjective 
“adequate” for its own. We scarcely hear 
of any sort of preparedness now except 
“adequate preparedness.” 

Truth is, it is about the most meaning- 
less word real preparedness could have se- 
lected. There is perhaps not a single mem- 
ber of congress but will now’ admit that he 
is in favor of “adequate preparedness.” 
Even the most radical pacificist might ac 
knowledge the corn. 

“I can admit to the most ardent pacificist 
in my district or assert to the most violent 
chiptoter that I'am in favor of adequate 
preparedness,” is the statement of a well- 
known congressman with a penchant for 
“political preparedness.” And he continued: 
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gunboat to a navy the equal of that of all 
the other powers combined; from a village 
policeman to a standing army numbering 
millions. . 

The United States needs adequate pre- 
paredness, but it should be reduced to a 
definite, workable program. There is just 
one man in authority among them all who 
has not sought to take refuge behind an 
elastic adjective—President Wilson. The 
president has made aé_ cleancut, definite 
statement of his views-as to what the coun- 
try should have, and has put it up to con- 
gress. He told the people what he proposed 
and everywhere he wént won their approval. 

It remained for dissenting congressmen, 
mostly democrats, to dig trenches from 
which to pot-shot the proposals of the 
democratic leader. And the chief and deeg- 
est trench of them all is that adjective, 
“adequate.” 

If democrats the country over would get 
in behind their congressmen and make them 
come out of the trenches and into the open, 
the party would perhaps suffer less from this 
back-stabbing business such as has recently 
been witnessed in Washington. 

When they “heard from home” on the 
U-boat controversy the democratic members, 
many of them at least, began to get right. 
The president was strongly sustained, but 
it should never have been necessary to take 
such a vote. 

Nor should there be any defection from 
able and fearless leadership on the prepar- 
edness question. Unless the democratic ma- 
jority gets away from this adequate absurd- 
ity and unites on a definite and substantial 
program, it may as well prepare for trouble 
ahead. 


WITHOUT POTASH. 


There is no special reason for any ex- 
citement over the fact that the sales of 
fertilizer tags by the state department of 
agriculture indicate a consumption so far 
of about double that of last yéar. In the 
first place, the sales of tags for the first 
two months of 1916, while representing an 
increase of nearly 100 per cent over those 
of the same period of 1915, are still 100 per 
cent short of those for 1914; so that indica- 
tions to date are that we are using only 
about half the amount of fertilizers used two 
years ago. 

But the more important and more serious 
phase of the situation is that we are com- 
pelled to use this year fertilizers of an in- 
ferior grade—not inferior as regards the 
materials which are actually put into them, 
but as regards the absence of one of the 
essential elements—potash. 

The only available source of potash this 
year for fertilizer purposes is cotton seed 
meal. This contains about 1.8 to 2 per 
cent of potash, which is a small percentage 
for a high-grade fertilizer, but it is the one 
thing that is going to save the situation. 
Cotton seed meal is plentiful this year, and, 
fortunately, it is getting cheaper. At $30 
a ton, the present price, it is said it makes, 
especially in combination with phosphoric 
acid in the usual form, a fairly good fertil- 
izer, with the sole exception of the inspffi- 
ciency of potash. 

It was the absence of fertilizers, or fail- 
ure to use them in anything like former 
abundance, that served materially to reduce 
thé cotton crop in 1915. It is the character 
of the fertilizers—this same insufficiency of 
potash—that is going to control, in part at 
least, this year’s production. 

We have not made a cotton crop in many 
years wholly without potash. We are not 
going to do so this year, but we are going 
to have less than ever since potash came 
into general usé as a constituent of com- 
mercial fertilizers. It will be, therefore, 
largely in the nature of an experiment. We 
shall be able to determine just how far we 
can go without potash, and, perhaps also, 
whether we can develop some method of 
relieving the farmers of the sotth from the 
bondage of the German potash monopoly. 

In the meantime, it is apparent there is 
no ground for fear because of increased 
sales of such fertilizers as are obtainable,’ 
as compared with the consumption of 1915. 
It is to be hoped that the farmers of the 
south generally will heed the important 
advice given them with regard to home- 
grown food and feedstuffs. But whether 
they do or not, in sufficient extent to main- 
tain a reasonable market price for cotton, 
the same natural causes as operated last 
year will have material tendency to hold 
down the yield, and probably in even greater 
proportion.

Jones died, 
and Colonel Smith took his half-sister on his 
mother’s side to his home, built her a hotel, 
which she lived in until she died at Smith- 
onia. Harriett. Boatright, sister of Phoeba 
Vaughn Boatright, married a Mr. Newman in 
Wilkes county, Georgia. 

Mrs. Newman left two daughters, Mrs. 
Nancy Elizabeth Nash, named for her grand- 
mother, Nancy Boatright, and Martha Hick- 
erson Perteet, named for her aunt, Martha, 
and uncle, Hickerson Boatright. Mrs. Nash 
moved to Navarro county, Texas, in 1889, 
and yeti resides there.

Georgia. 
Mrs. Perteet’s daughter married Taylor 


Estes, who'lived with Colonel Smith for more 
than a quarter of a century. Mrs. Nash’s 
oldest son worked for Colonel James M. 
Smith for years before he moved to Texas. 


Gave to All Relatives. 


Colonel James M. Smith had the kindness 
to give all of his relatives, both on his fa- 
ther’s and.mother’s side of the house, a chance 
and employment as long as they desired to 
remain with him on his vast estate. 

The descendants of the half-brothers of 
Colonel James M. Smith, the children of 
Zadoc Smith by his first marriage, under the 
-law of Georgia are his sole heirs. These 
descendants are the claimants represented by 
Cobb & Erwin and other attorneys.

WHEN BIRDS MIGRATE. 
(From St. Nicholas. 

In flying from Europe to Africa birds 
cross the Mediterranean sea at a point where 
the water is so shallow that it is believed the 
two continents were formerly connected 
there. The land bridge, which it is thought 
formerly guided the birds in their flight, has 
disappeared, but the habit of crossing at this 
particular place still remains. 

Though I do not know of any cases of this 
kind in America, we shall find equally inter- 
esting facts concerning the air-lines of our 
birds. For example, how do you suppose the 
little wheatear, no larger than a blue-bird, 
formed the habit of migrating from Europe 
to Greenland? Probably he comes by way of 
England and Iceland, but at the best it is a 
long journey, and seems to take the bird 
much farther than it 1s necessary to go. In 
the autumn he goes back to winter in Africa. 

Doubless some Buropean water-birds visit 
us every year, but the wheatear, so far as I 
know, is the only land-bird which migrates 
regularly between North America and Africa. 
With this exception, no North American land- 
birds leave the Western Hemisphere in their 
migrations. Their motto might be “Sée Amer- 
ica first!” Cértainly, many of them see a 
large part of it. 

The birds of the western United States 
are not such great travelers as those of the 
eastern part of our country. Some of them 
only travel from the higher parts of the 
Rocky mouhtain® or Sierras, where they nest. 
to the low, warm valleys in which thes 
winter. 

Those that leave the United States go into 
Mexico. Some continue their journey as fa: 
south as Guatemala, but few go farther south 
than that. They can, therefore, make their 
journey overland, and so do not encounter the 
dangérs to which many of our eastern mi- 
grants are exposed,

THE OLD OREGON, 
(From The Houston (Texas) Post.) 

The battleship Oregon was placed on the 
retired list Tuesday when she was turned 
over without formality to the naval militia 
of California, at Vallejo, Cal. 

The Oregon was a great battleship in ita 
day, but progress and improvement is the 
order of the times, and battleships have to 
take their place in the “scrap heap’—just 
like men. 

The Oregon made the most remarkable 
run known to naval history when during the 
Spanish-American war, it made the trip from 
San Francisco around Cape Horn to Santiago, 
to assist the Atlantic fleet in Cuban waters, 
arriving there in time to give a good account 
of itself in the sinking of the Spanish fleet 
under Admiral Cervera. 

The keel of the Oregon was laid in 1891. 
It had a displacement of 10,288 tons, a horse- 

wer of 11,037, and a speed of 17 knots. It 
ost $6,676,032, and its main battery was 
armed with four 18-inch breech-loading rifles 
and eight 8-inch breech-loading rifles, while 
its secondary battery consisted of twenty 
6-pounder rapid firefs, two 1i-pound rapid 
firers and four 230-caliber guns. The Cali- 
fornia naval militia ought to be proud of 
their training ship. 


THIN PERSONS LIVE LONGEST.

Recent investigations show that the long- 
est life and best health are not to be found. 
among those of average build at any partic- 
ular age.

HE federal troops were rapidly 
disbanded;-sent home, when once 
peace was assured, at the rate 
of three hundred thousand a month.

_@f men whence they had come 4s quiet-

they returned merely to fill in the 
vacant places again and make com- 
plete once more the industries of their 
homes. 

The southerners, on the contrary, pa- 
rojled at their surrender, and humanely 
bidden keep their horses for the spring 
ploughing, turned back to fields swept 
bare and desolate, villages whose life 
had first languished and then stood 
still, towns without trade or industry, 


where everything waited to be planned 


and begun anew, as if there had been 
no past to place foot upon. Their coun- 
try had indeed, as General Lee said, to 
ve “built up on a new basis.” 

They carried back to it no smallest 
part of what the ravages and untold 
eests of war had stripped away. 

Their lives were divested of every- 
thing that belonged to the age gone by 
save only their thoughts; thoughts of 
irreparable loss, of principles long re- 
versed but now discredited, of a socia) 
order cut up by the roots, a life thrust 
away to be henceworth a mere bitter 
memory. of a future of new effort to 
be forced with all the pains of ut- 
ter disaster thick upon them.

What held the south back in the way, 


of the older centuries was its unaltered, 
its unalterable social order, which be- 
longed to the age in which the consti- 
tution had been devised, not to that in 
which the whole spirit and operation 
had been subtly changed by the per- 
vasive precess of national growth. 


A RETURN TO. 
FIRST PRINCIPLES. 


HEN they conceived that the 

W time had come to put their 

right of withdrawal from the 

union into practice, the southern states- 

men showed at once, with a manifest 

naturalness and sincerity, what gener- 
ation they were of. 

They acted, with an all but uncon; 
scious instinct, upon the principles of 
1788. 

They conceived the unmaking of the 
censtitution te be, not an act of revo- 
lution or of lawless change, but a 
simple, though it were solenin, legal 
transaction, like the formal abregation 
of a great treaty, to be effected by the 
same means by which it had originally 
been adopted. 

South Carolina, wno led in the fateful 
business, adjourned her legislature and 
called a constitutional cenvention to- 
gether; a body like that which had de- 
clared her assent to the constitution in 
the far year 1788. By for ordinance 
of that convention the ordinance of the 
convention of 1788 was repealed, and 
the connection of the state with the 
union authoritatively severed. 

This was her act of “secession,” 
taken in the highest sovereign fashion 
known to her law and tradition. As in 
1788, so now there was no submission 
of the action of the convention toe the 


American 
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theory of legal right that the touch 
of revolution was upon all that they 
did, 

The work was, therefore, hurried for- 
ward. Hot feeling was astir, Rumors 
of force to be used, of armed resistance 
by the north, were im the air, It was 
imperative that the new group of states 
should be ready ag seon as possible 
with a common organization through 
which they could act effectively and te 
a common purpose.

R. DUDLEY A. SARGENT of 
Harvard in recently declaring 
that women could be made as 

fit for military service as men start- 
ed a country-wide discussion in the 
United States, the long and painstak- 
ing study of whose women has firmly 
grouhded him in his conclusions; but 
the pronouncement of the eminent 
American physical culturist was re- 
ceived with a greater and more intt- 
mate interest in France, where 56000 
women, organized for military ser- 


‘Vice, have been earnestly appealing 


to the government to accept them. 
Apart from the purely patriotic rea- 
sons why they should be accepted, 
they cited the dictum of Dr. Sargent 
as one of their strongest arguments» 


There is no question that women 
can make excellent fighters. That is 
being amply demonstrated in the big 
war on many an ensanguined field; 
but, from a. national and economic 
veiwpoint there are many other 
things to be taken into consideration. 
That is why the precious word has 
not been received from the French 
government. And there is no chance 
that it will be forthcoming. 


Madame, the General! 


At any rate, Paris recently had an 
opportunity to behold the skirted 
army, which was received with tre- 
mendous enthusiasm. These women 
were in notably correct marching or- 
der, uniformed and disciplined—com’ 
panies of women of all conditions 
and trades, trying by this demonstra- 
tion ‘to influence the government to 
militarize them for service connected 
with the war. 

Mme. Arnaud, the general of this lit- 
tle army, hopes that the government 
will come round to open recognition 
of the value of women. Her army is 
already organized into sections with 
separate commands. Some of the 
women are Belgians. 

The circular of Gen. Gallieni in- 
structing officers of administration 
in the ministry of war to’ replace 
men by women where possible in all 
indoor services has greatly encour- 
aged the women. 

Their uniform, of sky-blue jacket 
and short skirt, serves for patriotic 
demonstrations, such as pilgrimages 
to the tomb of Deroulede, and also 
attracts attention to the cause of mil- 
itary equality of women with ‘men. 

Dr. Sargent has spent many. busy 
years in dealing with questions of 
physical culture and his studies of 
the American woman make a monu- 
ment of work not without its enthusi- 
asms, and a resultant tribute to the 


‘physical peerage of the subject. “But 


when we have admitted woman’s 
native strength, her endurance, her 
proficiency in many sports once held 
by man, and her capacity for bearing 
pain,” says one commentator, “we 

are still far from proving her avail- 
abitity for service. This is an issue 
social and economic rather than 
physical, ’

Wonderful Strength of the Bee 


ters they could perform prodigies. 

For the -muscles with which a 
good big oyster holds its shell ciosed 
will support a weight of 3744 pounds 
without opening. A man with the 
same relative strength could lift a 
pile of locomotives. 

t takes a weight of more than 6% 
pounds to open the shell of a com- 
mon mussel. And there is a sort of 
crab found in the Mediterranean that 
will support 492 times its own weight.

Cincinnati, Ohio, March 11:—When, some ‘sixteen years ago, Dr. Christian 
R. Holmes made known his dream of a great municipally-owned hospital for 


the care and cure of the sick poor of 


his home city, Cincinnati, to be built, 


managed and maintained in co-operation with the College of Medicine of 


the city’s university, he was almost laughed at. 


The idea, said the fellow- 


citizens of Dr. Holmes, was so big that it was visionary; it never could be 


“put over.” 


Seward had about the same sort of.opposition to fight down in his 
negotiations for Alaska—“Seward’s Polar Bear Garden,” which he bought 
for the United States at 2 cents an acre—but he fought it down, and now, 
just for that, we, who have come after him, call him blessed. 


Just so, Dr. Holmes declared his 


scheme was designed to benefit pos- 


terit¥; but, unlike the great war secretary, Dr. Holmes has lived to See 


his dream realized and his judgment 


vindicated. Indeed, he is very much 


alive today—dean of the College of Medicine and head of the city’s com- 
mission, which has charge of the building of the hospital he fathered—an 
institution without a peer in America and not a superior abroad. 

How this was all brought about, even the salient details in the metamor- 
phosis from the old, cramped, vermin-ridden, insanitary “hospital” of Cin-

disease, or “anything else that will 
benefit the sick poor of Cincinnati,” 
making altogether a solid tract of sixty- 
five acres belonging to the hospital. 
As the institution now stands, with 
twenty-five of its proposed twenty- 
nine buildings completed and in use, 
containing 860 beds, with 612 patients 
in them when this is written, it repre- 
sents a cash investment by the city of 
$4,000,000—more than half as much as 
Uncle Sam paid for Alaska. The run- 
ning expense and cost of maintenance 
during the year that the hospital has 
been in use was $364,000. This, with 
interest on hospital bonds, brings the 
grand total to approximately $500,000 


_that the taxpayers of Cincinnati have 


to pay annually for the care of the city’s 
sick poor. No, not for that alone, for 
while it is caring for the sick it is 
also systematically educating about one 
hundred young future physicians and 
a hundred and fifty future nurses, stu- 
dents of the university’s medical school 
and school of nursing. And it employs 
a corps of scientists engaged constantly 
in research work looking to the im- 
provement of sanitation, the city’s hy-~- 
giene, the eradication of contagion and 
prevention of disease. Indeed, the col- 
lege of medicine is officially classed 
as an “A plus” institution in America 
and is one of the few American medi- 
eal schéols which are recognized by the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Great 
Britain.

our millions of dollars Is a big lot 
of money. Even the proposal of a 
bond issue covering that amount for 
almost any purpose would stagger the 
average taxpayer of any city, and he 
would “burn up the pavement” in his

down. It would be so in Cincinnati. So, 
while Cincinnati has bonded itself to 
that extent for fts hospital, remem- 
ber it was never done at one “fell 
swoop,” but by a long series of bond 
issues—piecemeal, in other words. Oth- 
erwise, it never could have been done, 
simply because of its bigness, and the 
fathers of the enterprise were wise 
enough and far-seeing enough to real- 
ize it.

Ground was broken for the first of

in May, 1911—four vears, lacking ra 
months, before their dedication; The 
period of construction was immediately 
preceded by five years consumed in get- 
ting the plans moulded into shape, in 
the course of which Dr. Holmes made 
several trips. acrogs..the. Atlantic, in- 
specting al of the leading hospitals of 
Europe, and innumerable jeurneys to 
almost eyery American city., The data 
thus accumulated he submitted to the 
public and the hospital commission, by 
which it was studied and sifted and 
digested, and the good and practicable 
of it. adopted and incorporated into the 
Cincinnati plan-——together with much 
that is original and unique. 

The completed group comprises the 
following buildings: ‘ 

Administration, receiving ward and 
outdoor clinic, seven ward buildings— 
wards A, B, C, H, J, K and N; operating 
pavilion, kitchen and dining hall, men’s 
dormitory, detention ward, power and 
laundry bduildings, disinfecting station, 
garage and stable, female dormitory, 
nurses’ home and pathelogical building: 
a group of buildings, somewhat apart, 
for contagious diseases, consisting in 
a nadministration building and nurses’ 
home, observation ward, three ward 
buildings—O, P and Q. | 


these buildings exterior and architec- 
tural beauty has been subordinated to 
the main purpose of their existence, 
viz, the care of the sick. But thorough- 
out the entire plant due regard has 
been shown toward efficient and con- 
venient service and easy maintenance. 
The very best construction has been 
employed throughout, and nothing has 
been done merely for architectural 
effect. | 

Considering the. group as a whole, 
there are many features worthy espe- 
cial note. Among them, striking to 
the lay mind, may be mentioned the 
fact that there is not an exterior fire 
escape provided. None is needed, ‘for 
the buildings all are as nearly fire- 
proof as it is possible for human skill 
to make them, and in each building— 
nome of which is above five stories, and 
all those in which patients are housed 
are not over four—is an automatic 
elevator, and.a broad stairway leading 
to the outside. The only inflammable 
objects in’ the bulldings are the bed 
clothing,. and the doors and windows, 
which have steel frames. The walls are 
of cement, the floors of tile—-except in

There is a telegraph system, equip- 
}ped for 215 calla and so arranged that 
the operator can call 
simultaneously, that isused in locating 
and summoning any interne or official 
wherever fie might be with the least 
possible loss of time. 

The telephone system consists in 200 
house and fifty outside telephones. 

There is a roof garden upon every 
ward building and the nurses’ home 
yand a tennis court and a sodded plot 
of 11 acres whereupon convalescents.

Each ward also is equipped with a 
solarium. 

The power plant contains three en- 
gines, each of 375-horsepower. Only a 
total of 6500-horsepower, however, is 
now required daily. .The fuel:used is 
natural gas, although the boilers are 
equipped to burn coal in any émer- 
gency. Thig. plant supplies all the 
heat and light used in the institution 
and the electric energy that runs the 
laundry, the ventilation . fans, ma- 
chinery in the carpenter shop, ete.

WHAT JAPAN EXPECTS 
AT PEACE CONFERENCE 


Light Thrown on Matter by 
Publicists of Island 
Empire. 


Tokio.—(Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press.) —The question as to what 
Japan should expéct at the peace con- 
ference following the war and other 
questions pertaining to the war have 
been posed to prominent men in Japan 
by the magazine, Greater Japan, which 
is the organ of the National Defense 
association. ThTfs is the organization 
recently launched by, a body of lead- 
ing publicists who advocate military 
and naval expansion and the general 
strengthening of the defenses Sf the 


empire. 

The exact questions were ‘these: 

1. Is Japan’s participation in. the 
London non-separate ni 8 ag an ad- 
visable step? 

2. Will the issue of the European 
war, whether in favor or against the 
gllies, affect Japan’s glorious victory 
over the Germans in Tsing-tau? 

3. What will be Japan’s basic princi- 
ple and what will be the condition due 
to Japan in the coming peace negotia- 
tions, and what should be Japan’s de- 


termination? 
About a score of professors, navy 


officers and eminent publicists respond- 
ed to. the queries. Some writers fa- 
vored Japan’s participation im, the al- 
lies’ peace pact on the ground that it 
would produce a good effect on Japan's 
| position in the world by securing the 
tight of speech in the peace conference 
and that it would lead to the enhance- 
ment of Japan's place as the leader of 
the Orient. . A means to this end, the 
writers believed, would be the com- 
plete elimination of Germany's influ- 
ence in the Far East. Other Japanese 
denounced the step taken by the Japan- 
ese government as being unnecessary, 
though they would-not. go to the ex- 
treme of saying that it would prove to 
be a mistake. 

One of the most striking contribu- 
tions to the discussion was that of 
Vice Admiral *T. Kamaya, who recent- 
ly entered the list of retired officers. 
The naval officer expressed opposition 
to Japan’s participation in the non- 
separate peace pact. He declared that 
the allies had invited Japan to be- 
come a party to the agreement upon 
their fear as to the issue of the pres- 
ent war. Also, he affirmed his belief 
that the allies wished ‘to place Japan 
under. the obligation of the pact so as 
to free themselves from yague appre- 
henstons as to the future attitude of*

FRENCH LIGHT IS USED 


ON GERMAN ZEPPELINS 


Monsieur Dussaud Patented 
Invention in All Countries 
of the World. 


Paris.—French scienfists are claim-. 
ing that'the intensely powerful search- > 
light now used on the German Zep- 
pelins is the invention of a Frenchman, 
Monsieur Dussaud, who described the 
new Hghting system-to the Academy 
of Sciences four years ago, but it ap- 
pears not to have been put Into use by 
the French forces, merely because of 
red tape delay. The invention is called 
“Cold light,” and tt is said to realize 
an effective illuminating power equal 
to 90 per cent of the initial energy, 
whereas in the ordinary lighting sys- 
tems 80 to 90 per cent of the energy 
is absorbed in heat. 

Monsieur Dussaud’s invention was 
patented in all countries of the world. 
A Berlin concern bought the "Gérman 
rights in 1913, but France ignored it. 
After the outbreak of hesStilities the 
inventor placed himself at the disposal 
of the French authorities, but red tape 
kept the invention and the inventor 
traveling from one office to anothér 
until Monsieur Dussaud gave up in 
discouragement. 

‘ During the recent Zeppelin raids on 
Paris, eye-witnesses described the Ger- 
man light as a piercing cloud that 
stopped the rays of the most powerful 
searchlights from the entrenched camp 
of Paris. The light consisted of per- 
pendicular flashes whose rays were so 
intense as to make the streets on which 
it was focussed almost as light as day.

No 1.—-SUPERSTITIONS OF THE ALABAMA NEGRO 


The old-time slave negro was far mere 
guperstitious than is the latter-day colored 
person. Many of their weird beliefs no doubt 
originated with the negroes themselves, and 
are @ survival from Africa; to other of their 
superstitions a European origin can, with 
certainty, be assigned. They are but péerr 
verted traditions, handed down from genera- 
tion to generation since the days of the witeh 
ef Endor, 

As I was born and'‘reared on an Alabama 
plantation, my knowledge of the mental 
crotchets and superstitions of the negro does 
mot come to me through the burlesque car- 
teons and fictitious stories often told of 
them. I knew them in their humble cabins 
in our own “quarters,” on our own planta- 
tion, and often listened to their marvelous 
ghost stories on dark winter nights. The 
more absurd, weird and mysterious were 
these stories, the more indelibly were they 
impressed on my credulous young mind. How 
with wide-open eyes and eager ears I lis- 
tened, not losing a word, not doubting 4 
word! I shiver now to recall the frightful 
effect those tales then produced. Nothing 
on earth could have induced me to go alone 
at night from one of those cabing to the 
“Big House.” 

The negroes believe implicitly in dreams 
and in the embodiment of spirits. Some- 
times they seem to-go in a trance, and tell 
of going to heaven, and also to perdition, and 
seeing persons whom they have knewn in 
life. They believe in witches—witches that 
come only on very dark nights, when they 
cannot be seen by mortal eyes. Their com- 
ing is known only by some mortal evidence 
they leave behind them. 

One morning my nurse, Huldy, 
ing my hair, and finding it unusually tangled, 
said to me: 

“De witches was cert’ny here las’ night, 
kase dey done tied hard knots in yo’ hair, 
¥ be bound I fixes ‘em. I'm gwine t’ fling 
some salt over my lef’ shoulder in de fire 
tonight, an’ I be bound dey won't come.’ 

She had a way when she was angry of 
throwing salt in the fire, as she said, “T’ 
keep old Satan down.” 

They are very suspicious of the motives 
ef one another, and are ever on the lookout 
for some kind of witchcraft to be practiced 
on them in matters of business, matrimony 
or rivalry of any kind. This witchcraft is 
practiced in various ways, the mest common 
of which is in the use of the “Cunjur bag.” 
When a woman suspects another of wanting 
her situation or her lover, she sets to work 
te “cunjur” her, and vice veraa, They are 
each suspicious of the other, and are ever 
on the qui vive, fearing all the while that 
mome secret movement is en foot to thwart 
their plans. 

Sometimes a nomaoes bag,” or bottle, con- 
taining a mixture of indefinable, mysterious 
matter, is found under the doorstep or in the 
direct pathway of the person, so that she 
may unknowingly walk over it When she 
has once walkéd over it the work of witch- 
craft is accomplished; the spell is upon her, 
and she is “cunjured.” They also call it 
putting a “craft” upon her. She is then auUp- 
posed to be in the power and under the in- 
fluence of the person who placed the hag in 
her pathway. It is believed, however, that 


if she can find the “cunjur bag” and throw 
it into swift running water, the pure, clear 


' @tream will earry away all the wickedness 
which it might have wrought. If she wishes 
to seek revenge on the perpetrator and will 
throw it in the fire all the harm intended 
te her will rebound upon the “cunjurer.” 

I onee saw what was suppesed to be a 
real “cunjur bag.” Its contents were a con- 
giomeration of numerous and yarious arti- 
cles. The bag was made of unbleached do- 
mestic, free from stripe, check or figure 
which might identify it, and it-was tied 
with an old leather string. It contained, as 
well as I could decide, pieces of human hair, 
sheep wool, horse hair, bones, teeth, splinters 
of pine, particles of salt, red pepper, grains 
of corn, wheat, pieces of straw and shucks, 
and old woolen strings, all packed in with 
gand, ashes and lampblack:. 

The “cunjur bag’ is ever in the atmos- 
phere of mystery. No one but the witch or 
wizzard knows from whence it comes. This 
véry mystery invests it with a peculiar in- 
terest, It fills one with a superstitious fear 
and apprehension of the “cunjurer,” who is 
seeking to do some secret and underhanded 
injury. Women and men, too, have been 
Known to pine away and actually die under 
the delusion that they had been “cunjured.” 
They may be attacked with some slight 


was comb-. 


iliness, and will:at once attribute the cause 
te the secret work of a supposed enemy, 

We find many negroes who are unwilling 
to admit that they are superstitious. 3 
questioned an old “auntie” once about the 
matter of “cunjuring,"” and she replied: 

“T don't know nothin’ ‘tall *hout no cun- 
jur. I hear folks say dere is sich a thing, 
but I don't know hew dey does it. Gawd 
knews ef I had er knowed how t’ cunjur, 
I'ad er done cunjured many a mean nigger 
long ‘fore now, dat I would!” 

Another one standing by remarked: 

“'Tain't ever’body what knew how ? 
cunjur,. Dey got t’' be bern in de right time 

@ moon, I cant cunjur nobody, but I is 
seed folks dat was cunjured. Dey knowed 
dey was cunjured, an' dey knowed who done 
it, too.” é 

Nothing could induce a superatitious 
negro to kill a cat. They think it has nine 
lives, and as often as it dies it comes back 
to haunt you. It is bad luck to move a cat 
you should give it to a friend, or leave it te 
roam around and find its own heme. It is 
wood iuck for a strange cat to come and 
make its home with you, 

“You may take netice,” Mammy Margaret 
used to say, “ef a black cat suck de baby's 
bref while it's asleep, dat baby ‘ie sho t’ 
stutter. An’ ef a baby look at itae’f in de 
lookin’ glass, it make him cut teeth hard, but 
ef he wear a hog tooth round his neck, dat 
make him cut ‘em easy. I keeps a Irish 
tater in my pocket t' cure my rheumatis. 
An’ I wears dese blood beads round my. neck 
t’ keep my nose from bleedin’. I ain’t been 
had nair spell o’ nose bleedin’ since I put 
‘em on.” 

Men, and women, teo, very often wear 
leather strings or banda around their wrists, 
but are sometimes evasive when questioned 
as to their motive for doing so, Sometimes 
they will admit that they do it te ward off 
disease, and to add to their physical strength. 

_At the sound of the first whip-poor-will's 
note in the apring of the year, the supersti- 
tious negro will immediately take off his 
coat and turn it wrong side out, to bring him 
good luck the balance of the year. The 
turning of the garment is supposed to turn 
the tide of luck in the right direction. This 
change, or reversion, holds good alse in the 
retracing your footsteps—as when you leave 
& house and have occasion to return, you 
make a cross mark and spit in it, spitting in 
the face ef Satan, as it were, then take a 
seat before leaving the house again in 
order to make a fresh start. 

The horse shoe is held sacred for geod 
luck, and their faith in its virtues ia b 
stronger than it is among white people, - 
hang it over their doors and about in va- 
rious places when they wish ta ingure sue- 
cess to any kind of undertaking—-a dozen 
failures would not shake their faith. Such 
tenacity applies and holds s pos to nearly all 
they forma and objects superstition. 
he rabbit is held in great esteem, and 
also in great awe. The mystery connected 
with this fact still lacks a patsareetere. ¢ ie 
planation. It is considered bad luck for 
rabbit to run across your pathway, qreonal 
late in the afternoon. o. break pel 
you must walk backwards nine ohands ws 
you must alse tarh your peewet wrong side 
out. The foot from the left hind leg of a 
rabbit caught in a grave yard is an amulet 
regarded as bringing good luck te the 
wearer. 

When 4 squirrel crosses the road in front 
of you, you may regard it ‘as a good omen-— 
yotr journey will be safe. 

If your right hand itches, you are goin 
to shake hands with a stranger; if the lef 
hand, you may expect to receive a present, 
or saekey. If either foot itches, you will 
s00n Walk upon strange land, When the eye 
itches, you will ery before sundown. 

When the right ear burns, someone is 
speaking good of you; if it should be the 
left ear, they ere speaking evil of you. 

“When de squinch owl holler in de ‘fore 
part o’ de night,” Huldy would often tell 
me, “dat'’s a sho sign o’ death; an’ wen de 
dog howl an’ lay flat o’ his back, dat's a 
sign o' death, too—sign somebody gwine t’ 
be laid out soon. I done tuck notice t’' it 
dat dem signs never fails. When a ole 
equinch owl holler close t’ my house I sticks 
de shovel in de fire t' make him hush—an’ 
de minute dat shovel git red hot, dat owl sho 
t’ hush. Den I turns my ole shee ever, an’ 
turns my apron wrong side out t’ upset de 
bad luck. Some folks don’t believe none o’ 
dem signs; an’ when de squinch owl holler 
oun ey house, some o' dey fambly is sho 

die soon. I done seed it happen. When 
de turtledove moan dat’s a sign o' death,: 
too. An’ if yo’ puts a horse shoe in de fire, 
dat keeps fe hawks off 9’ yo’ young chick- 
ens. An’ when de rooster crow des ‘fore 
Christmas, dat’s de sign o' good news, an’ 
when he crow on de doorstep Monday, it's a 
sho aign somebody comin’ ever’ day dat week. 
An’ if you draps de dishrag, somebody com- 
in’ harnery. Dem cert'ny is true ole 
done seed ‘em come t' pass.”

Supposedly 


More Barbarous 


“Times Revived. 


NCIENT kings, dictators and 
potentates believed in eating 
their meals in peace and se 


curity. Thus was born the 
original safety-first movement. 


History records countless instances prov- 
ing the contention that well-known figures 
in the Dark Ages believed stoutly that an 
ounce of prevention was worth a ton of 
cure. 

Julius Caesar was one of the first to 
adopt Safety First. measures, a slogan 
that came clattering down the halls of 
time. He made the precedent. He 
issued the warning: “Beware eof your 
cook!” : 

And princes, kings, emperors, czars, 
rajahs, mandarins, potentates and rulers 


of ancient and medieval days heeded the 
warning. They valued their lives. To 


live they had to eat. So they exercised 
the greatest precaution to see that blood- 
thirsty knaves did not spoil their diges- 
tive machinery and ruin their heart ac- 
tion by introducing poison into their 
stomachs via the food they ate. 

Thus originated the highly important, 
if somewhat risky, court job of “Lord 
High Taster of Food and Drink to His 
Majesty the King”—or the emperor or the 
czar, as the case may have been. 

But royal personages began to get care- 
less. Modern days dawned and the job 
fell into. decay, save for a few isolated 
instances in Darkest China and Darkest 
(until the war broke out) Russia. 

Safety First movements shifted to other 
things, street traffic and factories and 


qr 
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railroad crossings and things like that. 
People with royal blood abroad and peo- 
ple with royal bank accounts at home 
fafled to be careful about the life, history, 
past experiences and present environ- 
ment of their cooks. 

At the same time the art of plotting 
against the lives of the great and the 
near-great showed no decay. Rather it 
flourished. Artistic ways were devised of 
killing off a king or a millionaire, or any 
person who had earned the enmity of the 
masses by getting too much money or too 
much power. 

A cook might pick up with the vilest 
human dregs of the underworld; might 
study anarchism in a bomb-making school 
and might polish up on chemistry and 
quick-acting poisons in correspondence 
school courses; might get into all kinds 
of bad company. And then, nourishing a 
fancied wrong, he might kill off a whole 
battalion of people without messing 
around with guns or knives.

So ft was that the failure of men 
in this enlightened era to. pattern after 
that ancient Safety First movement be 
came responsible for what might have 
been a great tragedy in a club dining- 


room in Chicago. 

There was nobody around the club 
whose job it was to taste the food about 
to be served to distinguished guests gath- 
ering about banquet boards. Not a soul 
tasted the chicken soup that Jean Crones, 
assistant chef, had flavored with arsenic 
before it was served to Archbishop George 
William Mundelein and one hundred 
prominent men, including prelates, priests, 


. jurists and bankers. 


Happily none suffered more than tem- 
porary ill effects, for there was not suffi- 
clent poison in the soup to kill them, No 
one saw the poisoner place even a small 
quantity of arsenic in the soup. No one 
tasted it in time to prevent the distin- 
guished banqueters eating it. And -no 
one would have known it had the poisoner 
placed enough arsenic in the soup to kill 
everybody present. 

That roused one hundred million people 
to a new peril. No, not a new peril—a 
very, very ancient peril; but new to the 
twentieth century. 

It took something closely akin to a 

tragedy to send a cry echoing around 

the country—a demand for a return 
to the Safety First measures of an- 
cient days, a demand that Official 

Tasters of Food and Drink be dragged 

from obscurity and installed again in 

jobs of importance, though not of 
safety. 

And one of the immediate and di- 
rect results of this new demand was 
the selection of an “official taster’ by 
this very same Chicago club to test the 
toothsome viands at the banquet at 
which former President William H. 
Taft is to be a guest. 

Here is a job—many, many jobs in 
fact—open to bright young men, and 
women, too who would be willing to 
work short hours for large pay, who 
would start in at the bottom of the 
ladder, as more or less amateur Offi- 
cial Tasters of Food and Drink and 
work themselves up to be expert pro- 
fessionals. 

Every family rich enough to be con- 


vinced that somebody somewhere would 
like to see them die hasty and unnatural 
deaths might employ an Official Taster. 
Of course, beginners could not command 
much pay. They would have to have a 
thorough working knowledge of poisons— 
have to have ft on the tips of their 
tongues, so to speak—for in learning the 
business, in the dangerous school of expe- 
rience, they might expose themselves to 
all kinds of risks. 

An amateur Official Taster might swal- 
low a spoonful of plum pudding with 
brandy sauce without being able to detect 
instantly—before it was too late to take 
out a life insurance policy—that some 
dastard had put rough on rats in the 
brandy sauce. 

A professional should be so expert that 
he could detect the poison the moment his 
nose was poised over the suspected dish, 


or at least he should be able to spot the 


hidden peril the moment his tongue 
touched the tainted food. With efficiency 
like that the professional Official Taster 
of Food and Drink might go on eating and 
drinking his way through life, with easy 
work, short hours, big pay and a reason- 
able assurance of keeping his job until 
he died in his bed of natural causes. 

Naturally, the most envied Official Tast- 
ér would be the man who might get a job 
in the White House kitchen. There would 
be prestige with that job, and more or less 
certainty that fickle politics and changing 
administrations could not jar him loose 
from his berth ,. 

There ought to be other much-sought 
positions for expert tasters. Millionaires 
and captains of industry, beset by wild- 
eyed men with guns and knives and suit- 


‘cases full of dynamite, would find a deal 


of safety, peace of mind and satisfactory 
digestion in having an Official Taster of 
Food and Drink hanging around the kitch- 
en an@ taking a bite of this and a spoon- 
ful of that and a sip here and a draft 
there of victuals and drink about to be 
carried in to the family dinner table. 
Aside from the danger of inadvertently 
swallowing several ounces of poisor in- 
tended for the master of the household 
and sacrificing his own lowly life that his 
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Official Taster would be the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties, the nibbling of food 
and the quaffing of drink. The average 
employer would be most likely to consider 
him thoroughly efficient if he did that. 

On the other hand, the Official Tasters 
of Food and Drink in ancient days were 
not so fortunate. A temperamenta! king 
or mandarin—so history records — often 
took his spite out on his Official Taster, if 
the Official Taster happened to be hang- 
ing around, just as he would often do with 
other menials who incurred his displeas- 
ure, 

Those were the days when chopping off 
heads was a favorite indoor sport among 
personages of royal blood, or otherwise 
powerful. Slipping weird and wonderful 
mixtures made of poisonous herbs into 
rice and other delicacies relished in China 
-_ a widespread evil of the Oriental Em 
pire. > 
Silk-robed mandarins /wielded despotie 
power through the | and became so 
cordially hated that each invariably had 
his Official Taster of Food and Drink. 
But frequently they were not content that 
the hard-working taster was risking his 
life that theirs might be saved. 

It seems the taster’s duty was not only 
to detect poison in food and drink—by 
the simple and {illustrative expedient of 
curling up and dying in the butler’s pan- 
try—but also to be a sort of dietitian te 
his employer. If the latter ate generously 
or drank copiously of the nonpoisonous 
contents of dishes and goblets and then 
happened to develop a harmless case of 
temporary indigestion he was apt to give 
way to a petulant whim and order the 
Official Taster to offer up his head on the 
executioner’s block and make way for a 
more efficient taster. 

The Official Taster’s life in Russia not 
sO many years ago, we are told, was not 
one of roses and sunshine either. Some 
times, in guarding the digestive organs of 
the czar, they were caught coming and 
going. However, it was often their own 
fault, for some allowed themselves to be 
lured away from loyalty to to2ir sover 
eign and became allied with the gangs of 
poisoners that threatened the czar’s life. 

By surreptitiously failing to taste the 
poisoned food and passing it along to His 
Imperial Majesty the Official Taster cur- 
ried favor with the conspirators. But 
often he was caught in the dragnet of the 
grand jury investigation that followed His 
Imperial Majesty’s demisé and either lost 
his head or went to Siberia to pay the 
penalty of betrayal. 

With such incidents as precedents em- 
ployers of this modern day will doubtless 
exact the highest kind .of references from 
all applicants for jobs as Official Tasters. 
That will cause trouble. For it is not ex- 
pected that applicants, even with medi- 
ocre references, and perhaps with no ref- 
erences at all, will be any too numerous. 

In ancient days men took jobs like that 
because they were pretty much afraid not 
to take them, or out of loyalty to death to 
their king or emperor. Nowadays the 
wage scale will doubtless reach a fairly 
high level. Employers would be quite at 
the mercy of their Official Tastérs, for the 
latter could demand a raise in pay almost 
any time and be fairly sure of getting it. 

Thus a new field of endeavor, industry 
and ambition is opened to rising young 
men and women. Just as Jean Crones, 


sons in lbraries, men and women yearn 
fing to make names for themselves in the 
world as Official Tasters of Food and 
Drink might fit themselves for their life 
saa: of Safety First and saving lives by 
similar studious habits. 
Just one drawback impends. Cooks are 
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
